A resolution for a committee of five sen- 
ators to inquire into the issuance of land 
patents to the Pacific railroads and to the 
California and Oregon railroad and the 
amounts of subsidies paid to the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company was favorably 
reported, but on suggestion of Mr. Stewart, 
of Nevada, it went over. 

Mr. Vest returned to the question which 
precipitated the recent tariff skirmish and 
reintroduced his resolution declaring ille- 
gal the recent order of the secretary of the 
treasury relative to goods arriving after 
April Ist last. Mr. Vest said he would call 
up the resolution tomorrow. 

Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, endeavored to 
take up the Cuban resolution, but Mr. Pet- 
tigrew interposed the Indian appropriation 
bill, remarking that it was not “unending,” 
while the Cuban question was. 

Mr. Davis, of Minnesota, also appealed 
to Mr. Morgan not to press the Cuban 
question as he (Davis) desired to have an 
executive session for the purpose, he said, 
of securing an agreement for a final vote 
on the Anglo-American treaty.

Harmon walked up to the gutter and 
grasped it with his right hand, when he 
fell te the floor as if he had been shct. 

Almost Electrocuted. 

Pcrsons who witnessed the rccident threw 
water in the face of the fallen mh, A doc- 
tor was hurriedly summoned and citer 
wolking with him for about half an hour 
he regained Consciousness, but it was a 
nvrvw escape from elec*rocution. 

Tae eiectrician employed by one of the 
street car companies was called in. He 
found that one of the guide wires had be- 
come crossed with a wire oovrating the 
trolley on one of the lines, both of which 
have wires on thé street at that point, and 


in turr it had come in contact with the 


gut‘ering and had charged it with elec 
tricity sufficient to produce a severe shock 
upon any one who came in contact with 
the guttering.

This morning Judge Felton convened the 
superior court and the grand jury assem~ 
bled ‘and was charged by the court on 
matters likely to come before that body.

In His charge Judge Felton touched espe- 
cially upon the duties of the tax receivers, 
who, he said, have been accused of negi!- 
gence of duty im not attending to their 
work in getting up the full returns of prop- 
erty in some counties in the state.

that it is a comstitutional office and they 
had just as well attempt to abolish the 
judge of the superior court.

Washington, April 19.—If the populist 
party or any portion of it, assembles in 
convention at Nashville on July 4th, ‘as 
now proposed, Senator Butler, the nation- 
al chairman, will not be present. 

“And you may quote me saying,’’ he re- 
marked today, “that any populist who does 
attend defies the regular organization of 
the party.” 

Mr. Butler said that he had received the 
resolution adopted at the Memphis con- 
ference suggesting that a convention be 
held and had submitted it by mail to each 
of the 145 members of the national com- 
mittee. The responses had been over 
whelmingly in favor of non-action, no less 
than seventy-five taking the adverse posi- 
tion, while six straddled, and only four- 
teen were in favor of the convention. 

“If the national committee,” said Sena- 
tor Butler, “had been in favor of a con- 
vention I should have certainly called_one. 
I have no desire to do anything except 
what a majority of the recognized leaders 
of our party ask. In this case, however, 
a certain number of populists who in the 
last campaign wanted a separate electoral 
ticket in every state, have banded together 
and they think that the party. wants reor- 
ganization. I cannot see what is to be 
gained by a convention at this time and I 
Mave said so very plainly.”

refusing to do so and giving reasons for the 
refusal. ;

Rev. George EK. Heydrick, of Florida, 
Drives His Family Into the Street 


ye FAD BEEN ATTENDING A REVIVAL 


Trial Shows Him Insane and He Is 
Now Confined in a Cell in a 
~ County Jail. 


P@atka, Fla., April 19.—(Special.)—Rev. 
Geofge K. Heydrick, the Methodist min- 
ister who has charge of the Interlachen 
circuit, which embraces several villages, 
inc‘uding Francis, is now a raving maniac. 

He attended a protracted meeting at 
Gainesville last week, taking a very active 
part In the service. 

On the night previous to his leaving for 
his headquarters in Francis the minister 
eat up all night and prayed with a saloon 
keeper, who was under conviction. 

On Sunday morning at the close of Sab- 
bath school at Francis, Rev. Heydrick 
became violently insane without the least 
warning, driving his congregation out into 
the street, frightening women and children 
dreadfully. 

He ran down the road for a distance of 
a hundred yards or more in pursuit of boys, 
lustily screaming after them, and in a 
paroxysm of insanity hurled an Infant to 
the ground and overturned the carriage in 
which it was sitting. 

The crazy man was captured and placed 
in charge of several citizens of the village 
and his unseemly conduct stopped. 

Heydrick was brought to the city last 
night for the purpose of turning him over 
to the proper authorities, but after he had 
been here some time he seemed to revive 
and his reason, to a considerable degreé, 
was restored. 

He was carried back home, but during 
the night began to rave again, the efforts 
of his guards being almost futile to re- 
strain him. He was again brought to the 
city this morning and a committee, com- 
posed of Drs. 8. G. Miller and W. H. Cir- 
cus and Justice Rowton, adjudged him in- 
sane. 

Heydrick was placed in a comfortable 
cell in the county jail pending the arrtval 
of an officer from the state asylum for the 
insane, at Chattahoochee. 

Rev. Heydrick was an earnest, zealous 
minister, and it is sincerely hoped that his 
mental derangement is only temporary.

The de- 
cision of the supreme court in the matter 
is unanimous. 

Justice Jones renders the opinion, which 
covers sixty-three closely written pages, 
and the chief justice and the asso- 
ciate justices concur in the opinion. 

The court has had the case under ad- 
visement for some time, and the decision 
has been expected daily for a month past. 
This was an appeal from an order of Judge 
Benet adjudging J. N. Nathans, James 
Simons, Julian Mitchell, H. A. M. Smith, 
Huger Sinkler, J. H. Doseher, A. F. C. 
Cramer and E. H. Sparkman guilty of 
contempt. - 

The alleged contempt was in disobedience 
of an order appointing a receiver for the 
Paimetto brewery and enjoining creditors 
and stockholders of the brewery from 
prosecuting any action against the com- 
pany except in the cause pending in the 
circuit court. On an appeal taken from 
this order, this court reversed the same on 
the ground that the complaint in the cause 
did not. state facts sufficient to justify a 
court of equity in displacing corporate 
control of the company’s property at the 
suit of a stockholder. 

A preliminary question was argued 
whether the reversal of that order out of 
which contempt proceedings grew would 
operate to annul the contempt proceedings. 
The court holds that the order of in- 
junction by Judge Benet was not void, but 
was merely erroneous and voidable. In 
concluding, the court says: 

“We regret that lack of time prevents 
condensing our views herein announced. 
The case 1s one of great importance and 
interest. We have striven to reach a sound 
and just result. We trust no unwholesome 
result will follow the reversal of the judg- 
ment of the learned circuit judge, who 
sought only to vindicate the authority of 
his court and its mandate. The order of 
a court which is not*absolutely void must 
be respected and obeyed until vacated by 
proper aluthorities. The orderly adminis- 
tration of law requires this duty at the 
hands of all, but especially is this duty 
incumbent on attorneys and officers of the 
court, for if those who minister in the 
temple of justice disregard and slight its 
rules, there is mo hope for the triumph of 
law and order among the people. We are 
glad to say in this case we have found 
nothing to justify punishment for’ con- 
tempt and nothing unworthy of the mem- 
bers of the bar. | 

“The order appealed from is reversed 
and the proceedings for contempt dis- 
missed.’’ |

A Statement by the Librarian. 

The state librarian has sent out the fol- 
lowing circular letter: 

‘“‘Atianta, Ga., April 20, 1897.—Dear Sir: 
I am now instructed by the governor to 
say that the price of the three volumes 
of the code will be $4. Those who have 
already subscribed $2.50 will send to this 
office either a money order or check with 
exchange added for $1.50,and those who have 
not subscribed anything previously will 
send by money order, or check with ex- 
change added, the sum of $4, giving your 
nearest express office, and the books will 
be sent to your nearest express office, at 
your expense, just as soon as i receive 
them from the publishers. 

‘Tl will endeavor to ship them to subscrib- 
ers in the order in which I received their 
subscriptions, according to date. I cannot 
expect to ship more than fifty books a day 
and hardly that, because they may not be 
able to deliver me that many, but rest 
assured they will be shipped just as rapid- 
ly as possible, as I recognize the import- 
ance to you.* 

“After a close conference and careful 
consideration of the question with the pub- 
lishers, 1 do not expect to be able to ship 
to subscribers until the 20th of June. The 
governor is of the opinion that in issuing 
the codes the rule which governs in is- 
uing public documents should be followed, 
and that all the public officers who are to 
be furnished by the state shall receive their 

before private subscribers are serv- 
ed. They will probably commence binding 
codes about the Ist of May, and inasmuch 
as they can scareely expect to prepare for 
shipment more than seventy-five or possi- 
bly one hundrad a day, and inasmuch as 
the public officers will require about 3,600, 
it can readily be seen why subscribers will 
be delayed. 

“J have made this clear statement in 
order that all interested might understand 
the situation.

Says the Augusta Wife Has No Law- 
ful Claim on Him---The Meeting 
in the Cell. 


Two women, both wives of Charles C. 
Martin. appeared against him at his pre- 
liminary trial for bigamy in Judge Foute'’s 
court yesterday. 

It was a strange scene when the man 
was brought into the courtroom and into 
the presence of the two women with both 
of whom he has lived as man and wife. It 
was more than strange; it was highly dra- 
matic when he turned and looked first at 
one of his wives and then at another in a 
look of conscious wonderment as if he 
were trying to analyze the situation and 
couldn’t exactly understand how he sais 
pened to have so many wives on hand at 
one time. 

The women both glanced at him, but did 
not manifest any emotion of any kind. 
They seemed to be engaged in studying 
each other rather than their husband. 

The trial was short, although considerable 
testimony was introduced. As soon as 
Judge Foute heard all of the evidence he 
remanded Martin to jail under a bond of 
$500, which the alleged bigamist was un- 
lable to give. 

The incident of Martin's arrest on the 
wharge of having a superfluity of wives is 
fresh in the memory of The Constitution 
readers. Last week the first wife of the 
man came here and the father of the last 
wife had a warrant sworn out against her 
husband for bigamy. He was arrested that 
night at Decatur and was carried to jail, 
where he has been ever since. 

At the trial yesterday the first wife, who 
lives in Augusta, swore that her name was 
Tulu Martin and that she had been lawr 
fully married to the defendant, Charles C. 
Martin. She said that she married Martin 
six years ago and that they had two chil- 
dren. 

She said that her husband had always 
treated her all right, but that last year 
before Christmas he began to visit’ At- 
Tanta a great deal and that about two 
months ago she received word that he had 
marr’sd again. This surprised her very 
much, as he had been writing letters teem- 
ing with love and ardent devotion. She in- 
vestigated and found that her husband had 
really married again, the last time to Miss 
@ Jessie Webb, who lives at 16 Bradley ave- 

nue. The last wedding occurred about two 
“months ago and the new wife and Martin 
' Were getting along very happily until the 
father of the second wife learned that

The local Greeks are very much stirred 
up over the war between their home coun- 
try and Turkey, and a number of the more 
patriotic will return home to fight for their 
native land. 

At least two of the Greeks will leave to- 
day, and others will go as soon as they 
can arrange their business so that they 
can get off. It was expected that more of 
the Greeks would have gone, but it seems 
that the warm burst of patriotism that 
burned in their breasts when the war talk 
first started has all disappeared and grown 
cold. except in the hearts of a few of them, 
who are determined to go thhome and fight 
for their country regardless of the cost. 

The two brave Greeks who will go to 
answer the call of their country today are 
Nicholas Konts and another Greek with 
an unpronounceable name, who has a bus- 
iness on Peachtree street. Kontz has been 
in this country for but two months and he 
has just established himself in a nice 
business with his brother at 75 Peachtree 
street. He is a member of the Greek na- 
tional guard, and when the call was issued 
for the members of that celebrated body 
of reserves to return to their homes, he 
determined to go back and die for his be- 
loved native land if necessary. He made 
arrangements some few weeks ago to £0 
directly back to Greece, but he began to 
think his country wonld not be involved in 
a war with Turkey, so he decided to remain 
in Atlanta. Yesterday, however, when he 
learned that the war was a certainty he 
again disposed of his property here at a 
considerable sacrifice, and packed his little 
personal belongings for his long jeurney 
back to the historic home of his ancestors, 
where he had play¢dd when a boy and where 
he had grown up to manhood—back to the 
land he loves better than his life.

When Konts was seen yesterday by The 
Constitution reporter, ‘he seemed to be tak- 
ing his coming departure: to a more than 
probable death on the battlefield in a most 
cheerful manner. During the morning he 
visited some of the other Greeks and told 
them farewell. All the Greeks feel very 
sad over the departure of the two men, 
when they themselves cannot go as yet. 

They will take immediate measures to 
dispose of their property, and as soon as 
they can sell out and get enough money 
they will return to their country to fight 
for its freedom and independence. A num- 
ber of the Greeks told the reporter yester- 
day that they were negotiating to sell their 
business and they: expect in a few days to 
be In a position to leave for the shores of 
Greece. 

Some of the local Greeks are very bitter 
against Constantine, the man who several! 
weeks ago, did so much talking to the 
newspapers about what he was going to 
do. He said that he had persuaded all of 
the Greéks here in town. with a few ex- 
cepticns, ‘to €> home with him and fight 
for their country. Constantine was very 
emphatic in his charges of cowardice 
against the men who he said would not 
risk their. Hves for their country. He 
threatened to show them up in their right 
light and did a great deal of loud talking. 

It now developes that Constantine is not 
going to Greece ‘to fieht for his country, 
and that he will remain in Atlanta. 

He stated to a Constitution reporter yes- 
terday that he made arrangements to carry 
his countrymen over when he thought the 
war was imminent, but things cooled down 
and he thought that there would be no 
war, so he made his arrangements to re- 
main here. He now thinks that he will not 
ro—at- least, for quite awhile. 

A Greek on Peachtree street said yves- 
etrdav that if Constantine. didn’t go after 
talking so much they intended to whip 
him. Constantine laughs at their threats 
and says that he will do what he thinks 
is best for his country. He said that Aga- 
memnon Gianaropulo, thé man who made 
the threat, was but.a scrub here and that 
he was beneath his notice.

There can be but one meaning to this 
move on the part of the middle-of-the- 
roaders. It tells of the approach of the 
big, split which showed itself during the 
close of the last campaign. It means that 
by the middle-ofthe-roaders Butler will be 
turned down, They will refuse to acknowl- 
edge his leadership, and in accordance with 
the memorable edicts of Tom Watson, will 
deciare him a traitor. 

What Butler will do under the repudia- 
tion of this wing of the party is specula- 
tive. 

The Georgia populists are especially vin- 
dictive against Butler. He was contrawise 
‘to every movement made on their part dur- 
ing the last campaign. The state democrat- 
ic executive committee offered a division 
of electors. Marion Butler advised that this 
be done in Georgia. The populist commit- 
tee refused to abide by this advice upon 
the ground that the full vote of Georgia 
should go to Tom Watson. The full populist 
electoral ticket was pulled down. Then 
came the memorable delay of the famous 
letter of acceptance of Tom Watson. 

Thus it is that these middle-of-the-road- 
ers have treasured ‘up their resentment, 
and are preparing to heap whole bottles 
full of wraith upon the head of Marion 
Butler. 


Hon. Robert Berner came to Atlanta yes- 
terday morning to argve a case before the 
supreme, court, He left in the afternoon 
for Jones county, where the superior court 
was called in session yesterday. 

It is generally conceded that the race for 
governor is already on, and it is said that 
Berner is off with the bunch.

“Speaking of constitutional conventions,’’

knew before, and that is that the members 
of a constitutional convention are never 
sworn. I had not thought of it before, It 
is a sovereign body, you know.”

AN EXAMINATION. FOR MAIL CLERKS | 


Grand Jury Will Take Up the Hal- 


stead Killing Tomorrow and Will 
Thoroughly Investigate It. 


Macon, Ga., April 19.—(Special.)—At 6 
o'clock this afternoon the jury in the case 
of Louisa A. Robinson against the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company was dis- 
charged after the foreman had sent two 
messages to Judge Speer that the jury was 
unable to make a verdict. 

When court opened this morning Judge 
Speer directed the counsel to proceed with 
the argument, and after the last speech he 
delivered a charge containing a fair and 
impartial summing up of the case, with 
the law bearing on the different questions 
involved and the jury retired shortly before 
© o'clock. 

In about two hours and a half the fore- 
man informed Marshal Harrell that the 
jury was unable to agree and a message 
was sent to Judge Speer to that effect, but 
he declined to dismiss the jury at that time. 
Later a second message was sent and he 
directed that a mistrial be declared, some- 
thing very unusual and rare in the federal 
court in Macon. 

It has been learned that the jury stood 
6 to 6. 

The case is a very interesting one, the 
defendants declaring that Robinson, who 
was a minister, deceived the company’s 
Physician as to his physical condition, 
thereby obtaining a policy for $2,500 and dy- 
ing soon afterwards. His widow sued for 
the recovery of the money. 

Papers in the Nobles Case. 

This afternoon Marion Harris received the 
papers in the Nobles case from the su- 
preme court #1 Washington directing the 
g@tate of Georgia to appezr before the 
United States supreme court on May 15th 
to show cause why the decision of the 
supreme court of Georgia should not be set 
aside.

A few nights later they returned with 
re-enforcements and caught a number of 
the moonshiners and brought them here. 
They knew the negro Jim Anderson was at 
the still on the first night, as they could 
swear to his peculiar walk. Early yester- 
day morning the revenue officers went to 
a house where Anderson was stopping and 
called for him to come out. As soon as the 
negro saw that the revenue men were 
about he threw open a window and jumped 
out. He was in a fair way to gaining his 
liberty, when his rheumatic leg gave him a 
twinge of pain as he sprang to the ground 
and he did not recover before Officer Am- 
mons seized him and held him. 


WHISKY IN A CAVE. 


John Taylor, of Clayton County, Ar- 
rested Yesterday.

They will be rearrested on the 
United States warrants and carried to 
Athens today. 

The men are alleged to have broken open 
the postoffice at Campton, which was in 
a store owned by the postmaster, Will 
Camp. They are said to have stolen $2.02 in 
silver and copper coin from the postolifice, 
besides a large amount of goods from the 
store.

TAPS TOLD THE END

Remains of Colonel William L. Kellogg 
Laid To Rest. 


IMPRESSIVE FUNERAL SERVICE

The Commander Buried with Full Mil- 
itary Honors. 


FINAL SALUTE TO THE DEAD SOLDIER 


Full Regiment Was Marched to West- 
view and Participated in the Ex- 
ercises---Solemn Ceremony. 


The remains of Colonel William L. Kel- 
logg were interred yesterday afternoon with 
military honors. 

The funeral in every detail was pecullarly 


impressive and. solemn. Gathered at the. 
| receiving vault in Westview was the full 


regiment which the dead soldier had com- 
manded and his comrades in arms stood 


with bared heads while the bugle sounded 


taps and the final salute was fired. 

At 1:30 o’clock the full regiment was 
formed on the parade grounds at Fort Mc- 
Pherson and marched in front of the late 
quarters of the commanding officer. A 
large number vu! friends of the family were 
present and many civilians were there to 
attest the respect they had for the man 
who was no more. 

The remains lay in the parlor of his late 
residence and the casket being opened was 
viewed by his friends and comrades who 
filed slowly past to look for the last time 
upon the face of the dead soldier. The cas- 
ket was upon a catafalque, which was 
draped with the United States flag and 
Surrounded by floral offerings, conspicu- 
ous among which was a handsome design 
sent by the Fifth regiment infantry of the 
Georgia volunteers. 

The Episcopal service was impressively 
rendered by Dr. McCormick, rector of St. 
Luke’s cathedral. Upon the conclusion of 
the services the remains were borne from 
the house and placed upon a caisson, which 
was draped. with the stars and stripes. 
The flags also shrouded the casket and 
above were placed the floral tributes. 

The caisson was drawn by four gray 
horses and behind was led the steed of the 
dead soldier. The saber was hung upon 
the right of the saddle and the boots and 
spurs were also reversed, all in accordance 
with military regulations. As the remains 
were brought from the house the regiment, 
which was drawn up in line, presented 
arms and stood at attention as the pro- 
cession passed. The post band was playing 
a slow funeral dirge and the scene was 
strikingly impressive. 

The funeral procession was then formed 
and the march to the cemetery begun. 
Passing in front of the guardhouse, to the 
right of the entrance, the guard was drawn 
up in line and presented arms as the line 
of soldiers moved by. 

ix active pallbearers walked beside the 
caisson. These were sergeants bearing 
upon their forearms service stripes indl- 
cating that some of them had seen service 
for their country for more than twenty-five 
years. 

The honorary palibearers preceded the 
caisson. These were as follows: Major 
Clem, Major Wheeler, Captain Carter, Cap- 
tain Randall, Captain Romeyn and Captain 
Forbes. . 

Arriving at the cemetery the remains 
were placed in front of the receiving vault. 
The regiment was formed in front and 
passed slowly by while the band played 
the last dirge. Dr. McCormick delivered 
the final prayer, three volleys were fired by 
the first battalion and the bugler sounded 
taps. 

The funeral ceremonies were at an end. 
The last honors had been paid to a brave 
commander and the regiment was marched 
back to take up their duties again. 

The remains of Colonel Kellogg will rest 
in the receiving vault in Westview for 
several weeks, when they will be removed 
to the old family burial ground in Cleve- 
land, O.

It 
will be shown that in Georgia’s group of 
states, including Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Tennessee and Kentucky, 
the local rates are lower than in almost 
any other section of the United States, 
while in Georgia rates are lower than in 
any of the states named and probably 
lower than in any other state in the coun- 
try. It will be shown that rates are con- 
stantly falling, Gue to competition and 


‘commissions, that business is very poor 


and is getting worse, that the rallroads are 
cutting expenses down to the lowest notch, 
but on account of declining rates, cannot 
keep their earnings up where they were 
four years ago. 

It will be shown that a reduction of one 


. third in rates would make every road in 


the state default on its bonds and bring 


‘about bankruptcy. A radical reduction in 


rates In Georgia would be followed by a 
readjustment in all the neighboring terri- 
torv and the loss would not fall on the 


Georgia lines alone. 

The one road.in the state which does pay 
6 per cent interest on fis stock, the At- 
lanta and West Point, will show that half 
of its revenue comes from business. orig- 
inating outside the state of Georgia. Fifty 
per cent of the income comes from other 
states and 70 cents of every dollar earned 
is spent there in Georgia, either in salaries, 
wages or interest. So this road actually 
pays out more money in Georgia than it 
collects from Georgians. -

The statement that 
Mrs. Trader was no kin to Sapp and knew 
nothing of the matter is both untrue and 
ungenerous. When applications for life 
insurance are placed in physicians’ hands 
they make the examinations and have 
nothing to do with the statements of ap- 
plicants regarding their age, etc. When 
Sapp was examined at my home, I wrote 
to the company at once in reference to the 
misstatements regarding his age. I ap- 
pend a copy of the iétter which reads as 
follows: 

“Mr. Julius A. Burney, Agent Connecti- 
cut Indemnity Association, 600 Grand build- 
ing, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear ‘Mr. Burney: I ex- 
emined for your company yesterday Hans- 
ford D. Sapp, who as the papers will show 
stood a good examination, but there is a 
discrepancy as to his age. He says him- 
self that he is fifty-eight years old, but I 
signed an application for him some time 
ago for a pension, and, according to my 
recollection, he was much older. It is ru- 
mored here that he is sixty-seven and some 
say seventy years oid. I can’t say how 
old he is. When a man gets fifty-five or 
sixty years of age and a horse gets ten, 
no one can look at either and tell their 
ages. So act as you see best in the prem- 
ises.”’ 

“Guth, Ga., February 28, 1896."’ , 

This letter was mailed from this office 
in a returned card envelope. It has never 
returned. When the policy came Delaigle 
delivered it to Trader, who paid the pre- 
mium and all went well till Sapp died a 
month or two afterwards. 

When Trader demanded payment of the 
policy this “rumpus” began. It is stated 
by your reporter that my connection with 
the company was served, indicating that 
I was dismissed by the company. This ts 
untrue. I resigned as examining physi- 
cian for this company nearly one year ago, 
owing to some difference between myseif 
and Mr. Julius A. Burney, the state agent. 

The Godbee case is also misstated. Mrs. 
Godbee took out a policy in this compa- 
ny for her son by her first husband with 
the request that her present husband know 
nothing about the matter. When the poli- 
cy came J. F. Herrington, the beneficiary, 
was not, able to pay the premium and the 
policy was returned to the company in ten 
days. That was about one year.ago.. This 
policy was not canceled the other day as 
stated in your report. When Godbee found 
out the matter, not being on speaking 
terms either with Dr. Herrington or the 
beneficiary, he raised “old Harry’’ at his 
home and Mrs. Godbee, his wife, as far 
as consistent, denied the whole business— 
possibly to preserve peace at home. After 
my resignation as examining Pak fees am for 
this company, Dr. M. O. icher, . of 
Waynesboro, was employed by tlre’ com- 


pany to examine those whom Ii had exam-. 


ined. His statement in the presence of wit- 
nesses was that he found each and every 
one sound and all right, and that he would 
have done as I did, recommend them for 
insurance. 

As the matter has been amicably dis- 
missed between Delaigle, myself and the 
company, I simply offer these corrections 
to a discriminating public. Respectfully, 
etc. L. P. HERRINGTON, M.D.

The Democrats in the House. 

We have before us The Congressional 
Record of Saturday, containing the offi- 
cia] report of the debate carried on by 
the democrats in the house on that day. 
The speech of Mr. Bailey, brief and very 
much to the point, was in order, for it 
was a reply to an unexpectedly malicious 
attack from a newspaper which rarely 
descends to such things. But the rest of 
the debate, in which the caucus minority 
carried its troubles to the cold feet of 
Speaker Reed and left them lying there, 
was out of place, unnecessary and thor- 
oughly discouraging to those who know 
the attitude and temper of the people of 
the country. 

As Mr. Bailey’s speech is short and

But we desire to 
cal] attention to one paragraph of that 
speech, which contains the essence of 
the democratic position, and which rep- 
resents the views, feelings and intentions 
of the democratic masses. 

“Let us,” said Mr. Bailey, “rise above 
the narrow and illiberal partisanship 
which fights for the mere sake of fight- 
ing, and let us invite even our adversa- 
ries to make the country prosperous. If 
théy cannot let us compel them to ac- 


knowledge their failure before the coun- 


try under circumstances that leave them 
no excuse or explanation of their fail- 
ure.” That is the democratic position in

They dictate 
every important governmental act, and 
the kings and princes are as putty in 
their hands, for they have it in their 
power to stop the wheels of government 
at each critical moment that may arise.

The several paving companies made a 
hard fight for the contract, but it seems 
that the people preferred brick paving and 
every effort to defeat that desire was flus- 
trated. When the street committee met 
yesterday it was found that mamy of the 
signers of the asphalt and wood block peti- 
tions had withdrawn from those petitions 
and signed the one for vitrified brick. The 
citizens agreed to settle the long dispute 
by agreeing on brick and no further oppo- 
gition to that action is ex pected. 

Bids for Grading the Street. 

The council opened bids for the grading 
ofsForsyth street and the bid of the Geor- 
gia Paving Company was aceepted. All of 
the bids were referred to the street com- 
mittee and Chairman Mitchell called a 
meeting of the committee during the coun- 
cil meeting to settle upon the matter. The 
bid of the concern mentioned was the low- 
est and most satisfactory to the commit- 
tee and its recommendation that the bid 
be accepted was adopted by the council. 

The work of grading the street will begin 
im a few days and the street will soon be 
put in first-rate condition for the paving. 
The citizens are happy over the thought 
that they will soon have a splendidly paved 
and handsome thoroughfare. 

To Pave Auburn Avenue, 

Auburn avenue will probably be paved 
from the end of the present paving, Butler 
street, to the Boulevard. The coumcil yes- 
terday adopted a resolution requesting the 
finance committee to set aside $8,000 to pay 
for the improvement. 

The resolution will now go to the alder- 
manhic board, and it will doubtless be con- 
curred in by that body. The finance com- 
mittee will then arramge to set aside the 
money asked for and the work of paving 
the street will be pushed.

MUST PAY FOR HIS SILENCE 


UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT 
PASSES ON CHAPMAN CASE. 


Decision Declares Senate Committee 
Has Right To Compel Witnesses 
to Testify. 


Washington, April 19.—The supreme court 
today refused the application for a writ of 
habeas corpus asked by E. R. Chapman, 
the broker who refused to testify in the 
sugar speculation investigation whether 
senators had é6peculated in sugar stocks 
while the Wilson tariff bill was before that 
body. 

Chief Justice Fuller, who delivered the 
opinion, held that the senate under its 
constitutional right to censure and expel 
members, had the right to investigate any 
alleged improper conduct of senators and 
could compel witnesses to give testimony. 
The sentence of the supreme court of the 
District of Columbia to thirty days in 
jail and $10 fine was affirmed. 

Brokers Macartney and Seymour, Messrs. 
Havemeyer and Searles, of the sugar trust, 
Correspondents E. J. Edwards, of The Phil- 
adelphia, Press, and John 8. Shiver, of The 
New York Mail and Express, all refused 
to give testimony before the investigating 
committee and are affected by the decision. 

Mr. Chapman is the only recalcitrant 
witness who has been tried by the courts, 
his being a test case. 


UNCLE SAM SEIZES RAILROADS. 


To Take Possession of Roads That 
Have Forfeited Property Rights. 

Washington, April 19.—Senator Butler, of 
North Carolina, today introduced a Dill 
supplemental to the subsidy acts of the 
Union and Central Pacific railroads. 

It recites the fallures of the companies 
to meet their obligations; ‘that by the 
terms of the act such failure is to operate 
as forfeiture of all property rights and 
framchise and directs the attorney general 
to cause such forfeiture to be enforced. 

The secretary of the treasury is directed 
to take possession of the roads and the 
land granted in their possession, and the 
Tnited States shall own the roads, operate 
them as.a continuous line and charge such 
rates as shall pay expenses and maintain 
a sinking fund.

Colonel Cornelius Hanleiter, the oldest 


newspaper man and printer in Georgia, 
died yesterday morning at 8 o’clock at the 
home of his son-in-law, Mr. J. 8S. Peters, 
77 Kalb street. 

The deceased was eighty-two years of 
gge at his death and was one of the plo- 
neer citizens of Atlanta. He has resided 
here since he was thirty-two years old 
and has grown up with and identified him- 
self with the city. 

For several months he has been slowly 
succumbing to the ravages of time and 
his friends and relatives have realized for 
several weeks that the end was near. Yes- 
terday morning while all of his family 
were gathered around his bedside he told 
them goodby and then passed off quietly 
into a gentle sleep, from which he never 
awakened. His death was as peaceful and

* He Goes to 

In 1840 he went to Forsyth and published 
The Botanico-Medical Journal and in the 
following year he printed “Worthy’s Bo- 
tanic Practice,”” a book of 5300 pages. 

In 1842 he moved his outfit from Forsyth 
to Madison, Ga., where he established the 
Southern Miscellany, which was one of the 
first literary journals to be published in 
the state. The leading writers. of the state 
and other states contributed to the columns 
of this paper and it was in The Southern 
Miscellany that the writings of Colonel Ww. 
T. Thompson, that were afterwards bound 
together in that famous book of Georgla 
humor, Major Jones’s Courtship,” 
made their appearance. Colonel Han- 
leiter was the first to recognize the 
talent displayed in the writings of Colonel 
Thompson and he was so greatly impressed 
with their fine humor that he issued the 
stories in book form. 

About this time Atlanta was beginning 
her marvelous career, and in 1847 he moved 
his paper and business here and has been 
here since. He ran his paper here for 
three vears when he sold out his estab- 
lishment to a number of Atlanta gentle- 
men who began the publication of The At- 
lanta Intelligencer. 

A short time before the war Colonel Han- 
leiter established the Franklin Printing and 
Publishing Company, which has been flour- 
ishing ever since. During the few years 
before the war he conducted campaign pa~- 
pers in the interests of the Whig — . 

e was an ardent follower. ie pu 
aa me Whig Reveille and afterwards 
The National American, which later was a 
daily and weekly paper, which grew into 
considerable note in the hot times just 
preceding the war. Colonel Hanleiter was an 
ardent union man and he did all in his 
power to keep the outbreak between the 
states from taking place, but when the

sweet as a pleasant, dreamless sleep, and 
it was hard to believe that he was dead 
when after he had smilingly closed his 
eyes the physician leaned over him and 
said that he had passed from life. 

Colonel Hanleiter was one of Atlanta’s 
most loved and honored citizens. During 
the fifty years of his residence here he 
made thousands of friends who trusted 
him and loved him through all his hife. 
He was a brave confederate soldier and 
did valiant service for the southern cause. 

Was a Newspaper Man. 

The history of Colonel Hanleiter is most 
interesting. He was a printer and news- 
paper man of some note and published the 
first literary journal in the state. He is a 
German by descent, having sprung from 
the Hanleiters who came to this country 
with other Germans and founded the fa- 
rous Salzburger colony near Savan- 
nah. The Salzburgers were persecuted 
in the mother country, so they came to the 
new world and were very kindly received 
by General James Edward Oglethorpe, who 
was then founding the state of Georgia. 

Among the first of these devout immi- 
grants was John Jacob Handleighter who 
was the ancestor of the Hanleiter who died 
yesterday. Soon after coming to this 
country the spelling of the family name 
was changed to its present form, Hanleiter. 

Sketch of His Life. 

Colonel Cornelius Hanleiter was born in 
Savannah on the 14th of June, 1815. He 
was left an orphan when quite young and 
he went to live with his maternal aunt, 
Mrs. Jane Walker. When about ten years 
old he was apprenticed to learned the 
printer’s trade to William Robertson, edi- 
tor and proprietor of The Savannah Geor- 
gian. By a mistake in the date of his in- 
dentures he served several months longer 
than the full term of seven years required 
of an apprentice, and he was about eigitecn 
years old whKen he complcted his contract 
with Mr. tson. The next year he 
went to Apgusta and assisted Mr. L. C. 
Guie in getting out the first number of The 
Constitutionalist, a newspaper which had 
an honorable existence of forty years and 
was at last merged into The Augusta 
Chronicle. } 

About this time he joined a-party of civil 
engineers under Andrew Alfred Dexter, 
and went with them to Alabama and as- 
sisted in making some important railroad 
surveys. After completing this work he 
accepted the position of foreman on The

After the war Colonel Han- 
lieter came back to Atlanta and returned 
to his old business. He was connected with 
the Plantation Publishing Company, of At- 
lanta, and was identified with all the move- 
ments that tended to the public good. He 
was a member of the city council at one 
time and was also a judge of the inferior 
court of Fulton county. While a judge of 
this court he was mianly instrumental! in 
the purchase of land for the establishment 
of a house of refuge for the poor, now 
known as the poor farm. He was the old- 
est living printer in the state and probably 
the only one who ever served the full term 
of seven years as an indented apprentice. 
Was Twice Married. 

He has been married twice. His first wife, 
to whom he was united in February, 1837, 
vas Miss Mary Ann Ford. She died in 
1849, leaving him five children. In 1850 he 
married Miss Ann Elizabeth Shaw. He 
had thirteen children by his two wives, 
ten of whom grew to ages of maturity. 
They are: Mrs. Josephine Gullatt, deceased; 
Mrs. Catherine Ann Peterson, Mrs. Vic- 
toria Stowers, Mrs. Cora Catchings and 
Misses Ida M. and Bessie Hanleiter. all of 
whom reside in this city, and William R.

The stockholders of the Fidelity Bank- 
ing and Trust Company will meet this after- 
noon in the office of the bank at 4 o’clock 
to discuss the financial condition of that 
institution. 

The object of the meeting is to arrange 
for a settlement which will provide for 
the payment of the depositors. When the 
bank failed it owed depositors the sum of 
$17,500, and an effort will be made at the 
meeting this afternoon to pay off this in- 
debtedness in order to protect the bank 
from extravagant litigation and for the 
further purpose of protecting the stock- 
holders. 

It has been generally admitted that the 
stockholders will lose the entire amount of 
their stock, but it is thougnt that with 
judicious management and the lose col- 
lection of the bank’s assets, but little more 
than the amount of the stock will be lost 
to the stockholders. 

Receiver James L. Logan has been active- 
ly engaged in working up the meeting 
which has been called for this afternoon, 
and he has urged that all stockholders he 
present so that some plan for the care Z 
the depositors can be devised. The plan 
suggested by Recelver Logan ‘s that ike 
stockholders make a cash payment of <5 
per cent of the amount due ths 1epositors 
ana then give their notes for the remz:.i- 
der. He believes that if this arrange:nent 
can be made the stockholl>;s will escape 
any serious loss further thai the amount 
o: their stock and at the same time the 
depositors will be cared for and the bank 
will be saved a vast amount of iitiga.:on 
which is believed at this tims wouid be 1 
vary serious difficulty shouil the evits 
against the bank be filed. 

‘The meeting that has been called is one 
of vital importance to the ban« anid to all 
purties interested,” said Recziver Lugan 
last night. “The stockholders are, c*% 
course, lable for double the amount of 
treir stock, and sooner or lat», if the 
necessity arises, they must ask? eo0d the 
liabilities to depositors in this proportion. 
My idea is that the stockhuldets rake a 
cash payment of 25 per cent ot the amount 
cue depostors and then give me their good 
1ctes for the remaining amount then due 
cepositors.

As To Former Courtmartial. 


The friends of Captain Romeyn were 
very much aroused over the publication 
yesterday of the report of a former court- 
martial of this officer. They say the 
publication did him very great injustice, 
as it did not give the final disposition of 
the case. Captain Romeyn was courtmar- 
tialed while quartermaster of the army 
on the charge of carelessness in allowing 
quite a lot of grain to be lost. Said an 
officer who knows all about’ the facts in 
the case, but who did not wish his name 
given: 

‘Previous to the loss of grain with 
which he was charged, Captain Romeyn 
had been on duty in the fiel@ nearly six 
months with no opportunity to take care 
of the property in question. In spite of 
repeated appeals to be allowed to re- 
turn, when the property was inspected it 
was done by an officer inimical to Cap- 
tain Romeyn without giving Him a chance 
to be heard. The court did not find him 
responsible for the full amount of grain 
missing. The department commissioner 
designated charges to be preferred and 
then convened the court to try him, thus 
becoming, in fact, the prosecuting officer, 
contrary! to law or regulation, and this de- 
spite the statement of quartermaster gen- 
eral of the army that Captain Romeyn 
could not justly be held responsible for 
loss of property over which he had no 
eontrol. The animus of the department 
commander, General John Pope, was very 
evident in his comment on. the case and 
his persistent attempts to “bulldoze” the 
court with regard to its. findings. Cap- 
tain Romeyn, of course, had to submit

Memphis, April 19.—Another break in the 
levee on the Louisiana side is reported 
from a point twenty miles below Natchez. 

The details at this writing are meager 
and the extent of the preak cannot be 


learned. The situation at Biggs, where 
the water is rushing through the crevasse, 
is growing worse. Madison parish is fast 
becoming inundated and the water will ex- 
tend to other parishes, destroying thou- 
sands of acres of newly-planted crops. 

Vicksburg, Natchez and other river points 
are crowded with refugees and everything 
possible is being done to alleviate the suf- 
fering of the poorer classes. 

Calis for aid have been sent out from 
sections of the overflowed Mississippi delta, 
and while the waters are slowly receding, 
the suffering and destitution increase.

These figures scem to prove that the 
consumption of spirits is net increasing in 
the United States as fast as the population. 
It is evident that the rate of growth, in 
the last fiscal year was not much more 
than half as much as the rate of gain in 
the number of inhabitants. 
On the other hand. the

cates that the use of such aiconolic beyer- 
ages is fast outrunning the inerease of 
the population. It is not probable that the 
number of inhabitants or the cage tp gph 
is growing at the rate of more ihanh 2 per 
cent a year, and if that is so, the consump- 
tion of beer showed an increase last year 
about three times as great, in proportion, 
as the growth of the country.

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CASE LIKE PROFESSOR DYKES'’S. 


Parallel Case to the Atlanta Teacher’s 
Reported from Albany. 


The Albany academy, one of the schools 
of Albany, Ga., has turned up a case ¢x- 
tremely similar to the case of Harvey 
James, which was recently investigated by 
the board of education of Atlanta. : 

In the Albany case the boy whipped by 

rofessor E. G. Jones, the principal of the 
school, was fourteen years of age. He 
claimed that the teacher had whipped him 
ctuelly and unnecessarily and that the 
whipping was without cause. 

The boy’s father carricd the case before 
the grand jury and asked that body to find 
a true bill against the teacher for assault 
and battery. It seems that the grand jury 
took no aetion. 

Professor Jones insisted on an investiga- 
tion and the board met and hada full if- 
vestigation. Tine professor admitted that 
he might have whipped the boy a little too 
severely but this was done because the 
boy had resisted and declared that he would 
not be whipped. The following ‘set of reso- 
lutions was adopted by the board after the 
investigation: 

“At a meeting of the board of trustees of 


the Albany academy, called for the purpose 


of investigating a complaint against Pro- 
fessor E. G. Jones, principal of the school, 
for chastising Eddie Kitchens without 
cause and to a degree alleged to have 
been cruel, a thorough investigation was 
held at which both sides were given a 
hearing. After investigation be it 

“Resolved first, That it is the opinion 
of the board that the boy had violated the 
rules of the school and openly refused to 
obey the principal and that he deserved 
chastisement in order that the good gov- 
ernment of the school and the dignity of 
the principal be maintained. 

“Resolved second, That while we find 
from stripes on the boy’s body that he was 
perhaps severely whipped, it was shown 
that he brought it upon himself by resist- 
ine. forcing the teacher to be rougher than 
he ofherwise would have been. 

“Resolved third, That in this matter the 
course of Professor Jones was just and 
proper and is approved by the board. 

“Resolved fourth, Theat the chairman of 
this board go before the school tomorrow 
morning with these resolutions and inform 
teachers and pupils that Professor Jones 
has been vindicated of the charges brought 
in this case by unanimous vote of the 


board.”’

Resolutions and Ordinances Intro- 
duced in Council Yesterday Re-

The chief 
sanitary inspector will be placed under an 
investigation this afternoon in the council 
chamber and the board of health will look 
into the transactions of the chief. 

Everything is in readiness for the trial 
and it is expected that it will be rapidly 
pushed to a conclusion, Beth sides are 
ready and the case. will proceed at 2:30 
o'clock. 

Mayor Collier will preside over the meet- 
ing of the board. Dr. Alexander, president, 
has declined to serve in the trial of the case 
and the mayor was avked to take his 
place. 

The testimony will be taken by a steno- 
grapher to be engaged by the board to- 
day. The council appropriated $10 to pay 
for the same at its meeting yesterday after- 
noon. 

Chief Veal says he is anxious for the 
trial to begin and he is confident that he 
will be able to satisfactorily explain the 
charges that have been made against him. 
He expects to be vindicated by the board. 

In the council yesterday Councilman 
Lumpkin introduced an ordinance provid- 
ing for the election of the chief of the 
Sanitary department by the general coun- 
cil on the first Monday in July every two 
years.

Brown, of the Geor- 
gia Mining, Manufacturing and Investment 
Company, filed his quarterly report in the 
clerk's office late yesterday afternoon. 

The report shows that the company has 
i0st $3,707, for the first quarter of the pres- 
ert year. 

The report is quite lengthy and volumnous 
ard gives in detail the spera‘ion of the 
preperty, which is nowin the hands of the 
supecriot court. The loss is explained by 
several unusual items of expense thai the 
company has met since the first of the 
year. 

One of the largest items of expense is 
the fne that was imposed by Governor 
Atkinson upon Penitentiary Company No. 
1. This fine, it will be remembdcre). was 
not paid for quite a while after the decision 
of the governor had been handed down. 
J.ast quarter the receiver paid the fine, 
which amounted to $750. 

Since the fine was imposed by the yov- 
ernor, no convicts have been received by 
Penitentiary Company No. 1, but during 
the past three months the company kas 
paid out the sum of $708.49 for the traiis- 
portation of convicts which have been re- 
turned by that company. Many convicts 
have been sent back and the costs of trans- 
poitution have been exceedingly heavy just 
at this time. 

Anothcr item of expense that has caused 
a large proportion of the loss to the com- 
pany this quarter was occasio.icl by the ac- 
cident to the train which was wrecked on 
the branch railroad that runs out to the 
mine in Bartow county... M, W. Frawicy 
was injured in the wreck and the compaiy 
adjusted bis claim by the payment of 
75. ’s ® 

The sum of $586.74. was paid the Lou's- 
ville and Nashvile Railway Com- 
pany for damages received on account 
of the demplition of their cars which were 
in the wreck, 

This same wreck which has been so €x- 
pensive to the Geergia Mining, Manufac- 
turing and Investmcut Company resulted 
in the kiliing of the engineer and the se- 
rious injury of the fireman of the engine 
thu: plunged down the embankment and 
dusted into the swollen creek. The road- 
bed wus also badly damaged and miuny 
cther itents of loss have becn the result, 

The accident was caused by the hign wa- 
ters. The creek over Which the little road 
ran Was greatiy s n and the waters 
wasted cut and ufdéiiited tie embank-’ 
ment and destroyed the.wall which protect- 
ed the roadbed. When the engine renched 
tle place the weight ef: the tra‘i caused 
the embankment, which was badly washed, 
to give way, precipitating the engine and 
several cars into the creek below, The en- 
gineer died a horrible death. He was pin- 
ioned down in the debris and slowly burned 
to ceath. The fireman was fearfully in- 
jured, being mashed and. scaided by fae 
engine and escaping steam.

Atlanta, Ga., April 19.—As a result of the 
Easter holidays there was no Liverpool 
merket this morning, consequently noth:ng 
official as to the world’s wheat shipments 
and the amount on passage. The market 
in Chicago was influenced almost entirely 
by the final declaration of war between 
Greece and Turkey, which created an ex- 
ceedingly heavy trade, and naturally rapid 
fluctuations. The operations between the 
bulls and the bears were more than inter- 
esting. Holders seemed anxious to realize 
and shorts were fully as anxious to even 
their contracts, but the fact that some of 
the heavy shorts were big buyers the latter 
part of last week brought the heaviest 
trading on the selling side. Initial quota- 
tions showed an advance over Sunday of 
about 4c per bushel. There was a quick 
drop of Ye, then a rapid advance of le, 
after which the market sold off about 3%c 
per bushel, quieting down considerably the 
latter part of the session and closing high- 
er than Saturday’s final figures. The visible 
supply decreased 727,000 bushels, or about 
what was generally estimated. St. Louis 
reports No. 2 red wheat having sold there 
today at 102% ver bushel. We do not believe 
any advance based on a. war between 
Greece and Turkey legitimate and do not 
think it can be maintained. Should the 
troubles between these two countries be the 
means of throwing other European coun- 
tries into war there is no telling then how 
high prices would *¢e. The legitimate situ- 
ation of wheat is wWery strong, which may 
maintain high prices for the old crop, as 
well as the new, providing growing condi- 
tions are unfavorable, but we do not favor 
buying on the present war scare. 

As a result of the advance in wheat, corn 
end oats sold higher, but shorts apparently 
were not much frightened, and holders who 
tried to sell around the opening found a 
poor demand. There was a decrease in the 
visible supply of corn of 864,000 bushels. 

Provisions opened strong and ‘higher in 
sympathy with grain, but prices did not 
hold, suffering a decline of below Saturday’s 
closing on free selling by local packers and 
English houses. 


Southern Exchange Grain Letter. 

Atlanta, April 19.—The wheat market 
opened this morning at 34c advance over 
Saturday’s close, but the advance in the 
market has verified our prediction in our 
letter of Saturday last to a slight extent, 
but we regard today’s advance as only a 
forerunner of a big bulge.

It would seem that woman, far from be- 
ing unable to work harmoniously and suc- 
cessfully in organizations, prove more con- 
clusively every day that as organized 
bodies they are the most powerful factors 
im all undertakings with which they are 
associated. Whether as bodies exclusively 
of women or as associated on an equal 
footing with men, in organizations of a 
social, religious or charitable nature they 
are invariably -the most faithful workers 
and prusue their duties with untiring {n- 
terest. 

It is true that in meetings and gatherings 
they may disagree, wrangle, and even lose 
their dignity, but such happenings are not 
only common but habitual in meetings of 
men, not only in organizations of a politi- 
cal, religious or social nature, but in those 
august assemblies where the directors of 
the nation meet to institute the country’s 
laws. In all bodies of men meeting to 
study mutual interests, institutions, etc., 
there is to be seen the man of humor, who 
might almost be titled with the objectiona- 
ble appellation of ‘‘clown,’’ while in assem- 
bliies of women one may encounter the 
woman who lacks dignity and whose humor 
may appear inopportune at times.

A determined fight is on In the state court 
against the Southern Building and Loan As- 
sccilation of Knoxville. 

Yesterday afternoon Temporary Peceiver 
W. B. Smith was made permanent recciver 
of the association and he has now complete 
authority of the court to managsa the as- 
sets of the association in this state. 

The order making the receivership per- 
manent in this state was signed by Judge 
Lumpkin yesterday afternoon at 2 o’clock 
in the superior court. The order was taken 
by the consent of the parties interested. 
Culbereon & Blaleck, Rosser & Carter and 
Foster & Parker appeared for the plaintiffs 
and the essociation was represented by 
Bishop & Hill. 

After a little discussion the bond of the 
receiver was placed at $20,000, which must 
be filed and approved in the oftice of the 
clerk of the superior court. The bond will 
probably be mude this morning. 

The order making the receivershiv per- 
manent as follows: 

“Ly consent of all parties, service having 
been had on all parties at interest, as re- 
quired by law: 

“It is considered, ordered and adjudged, 
that W. B. Smith be and he is herevy ap- 
pointed permanent receiver in the above 
stated case, upen his executing a bond, w.th 
g0o0d and sufficient security, in the sum of 
$20,000, to be approved by the clerk of this 
court, conditioned for the faithful per- 


tormance of all his duties as such receiver; - 


that, as such receiver, he take charge ot 
and preserve all the assets, tncluding the 
cl.cses in action, of said ass ciation, of 
whatever description, situat2d within this 
state; that he proceed to collect ail chcses 
in action that may be taken possession of 
by him, and that he hold the proceeds 
thereof subject to the further order of 
th's cuurt; that authority be and ths same 
is hereby granted him, as such rec2iver, to 
bring al! suits, in his name, as receiver of 
said association, that may seem to him 
to be-for the best interesis wf all parties 
to this cause; (that he be autiherized, and 
he is hereby directed to maXe himself par- 
ty, ¢ither plaintiff or defendant. as he 
may see fit, to all suits hereto‘»re brought), 
either for or against. said assoc iation, or 
that may hereafter be brought, touching

Both freight and passenger rates between 

Chicago and the east are in a shaky con- 
dition. The new bureaus do not exercise 
@ very strong influence on the traffic men 
and these do not believe that the Joint 
Traffic Association has the influence now 
to have them discharged in the event they 
do cut a rate now and then. 
_ Some of the lines are losing revenue rap- 
idly and they are not going to sit still long, 
they say. The traffic men think that they 
can make a cut here and there which will 
escape the attention, of both the interstate 
commerce commission and the traffic as- 
eociations. 


The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul is. 


charged with cutting passenger rates in its 
territory and its competitors threaten to 
retaliate by cutting the Chicago rate. 


The Siberian Railway. 

One-third of the great Siberian railway 
has been completed and opened to traffic. 
When the line is finished, the journey from 
St. Petersburg to the Pacific ocean will 
take about two weeks. The schedule will 
be thirty miles an hour. By this route it 
will be twenty-one days from London to 
Shanghai, China. 

The whole line will probably be com- 
pleted and opened in 1901. The road will 
have an equipment of 2,000 locomotives, 3,000 
passenger and 36,000 freight cars.

This is the question that Is) to” be argued 
before Judge Berry early next k and it 
is an issue upon which will hang the fate 
of perhaps a half-hundred prominent young 
sports who have been indicted by the Ful- 
ton grand jury upon the charge of gaming 
at the barracks. 

Solicitor O’Nelll is making an examina- 
tion of the law upon the subject and he 
finds that the section of the code making 
provision for the trial is susceptible of 
more than one _ interpretation. Colonel 
Tinney Rucker, who has been employed to 
represent several of the defendants, is of 
the opinion that the jurisdiction thn these 
cases where crimes have been committed 
on the government reservation does not 
properly lie within the state courts, but 
is vested in the federal court, as he takes 
the position that the crime, if there be any 
proven, was committed against the United 
States. 

The argument which is to be heard before 
Judge Berry will probably be the most in- 
teresting discussion that has ever been 
held in the city criminal court. The grand 
jury has returned th true bills, finding 
that about fifty well-known Atlantians 
have been gaming. The indictment does 
not specify the location, simply stating 
that the crime was committed in Fulton 
county, but the issue is to be made never- 
theless, and it is said that the defendant 
in the test case will admit the offense of 
gaming, pleading that the game in which 
he was indicted was not committed in Ful- 
ton county, as he was at the barracks upon 
the land granted to the United States. 
When the land was ceded to the govern- 
ment the state only made provision that 
all criminal and civil process could be 
served on persons on the property, and 
this loophole has given rise to the question 
which is now of vital interest to all con- 
cerned. 

‘The law is not as plain as it should be 
in this matter,’’ said Solicitor O'Neill yes- 
terday. “It says that the state hus the 
gauthority to serve criminal and civil pro- 
cesses on the reservation and that is about 
all that is said. The question might natur- 
ally arise as to whether or not the state 
court or a state officer had the right to 
arrest a murderer who had committed 
mtirder in the state and fled into the bar- 
racks in order to get within the bounds of 
the government reservation. The mur- 
derer would be arrested and his. trial 
would come within the jurisdiction of the 
state court. That seems plain and clear, 
but the knotty problem then arises, if mur- 
der just on the edge of the reservation is 
within the jurisdiction of the state court, 
why is it not when the deed, which ts the 
same in both cases, is committed a few 
feet in and upon the reservation?’’ 


In the event that it lg decided that the 
jurisdiction Mes within the federal court, 
the cases cannot be tried in the city crimi- 
nal court and the federal court will make 
the investigation. The question has given 
rise to a great deal of comment and discus- 
sion among the lawyers and many are di- 
vided upon the issue.
